DRAFT RULES 

1 . These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as said rules), in rule 42, after suh- 
rule (T), (he following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely ; 

“(U) Every container or package of table salt containing 
aluminium silicate as anticaking agent shall bear the follow- 
ing label, namely : — 

TABLE SALT 

(Contains aluminium silicate as 
unticaking agent)". 

3. In rule 49 of the said rules, after sub-rule 10, ihe 
following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(11) Table salt containing aluminium silicate as an 
tmticaking agent shall be sold only in pre-packaged 
container or package. The container or package 
shall bear the label as specified in sub-rule (U) of 
rule 42”. 

4. In Appendix B of the said rules, for item A. 15, the 
following item shall hr substituted, namely : — 

“A. 15. Edible common salt means a crystalline solid 
white, pale, pink or light grey in colour free from 
visible contamination with clay, grit and other ex- 
traneous adulterant and impurities. It shall not 
contain moisture in excess of 6 per cent, of the 
weight of the undried sample. The sodium chloride 
content (as Na Cl) and the ma ter soluble in water 
other than sodium chloride on dry weight basis 
shall be as specified in columns (2) and (3) of 
the Table below against the period mentioned in 
the corresponding entry in column (1) of the said 
Table. The mafer insoluble in water, shall not 
exceed 1.0 per cent by weight on dry weight basis. 


Provided that table salt may contain aluminium silicate 
a.s an anticaking agent to a maximum extent of 2.0 per 
cent. Piovided further that the total matter insoluble in 
water in such cases shall not exceed 2.2 per cent and the 
sodium chloride content on dry weight basis shnll not be 
less than 97.0 per cent by weight".

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the erstwhile Ministry of Irrigation and Power Notification 
No. 174/70-F. 39/4'/70-Adm. I, dated 23-11-70, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method ol 
recruitment to the post of Assistant Director (Publicity) in 
the Central Water Commission, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (I) These rules may be 
called the Central Water Commission (Assistant Director, Pub- 
licity) Recruitment Rules, 1979. 


4. Disqualifications. — No person, — - 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 

tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and ttmt 
there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 


(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of pay. — The number 
of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed hereto.
